Proprietary rights duly registered in 
the name of foreigners would be safo- 
guarded. On the 9th of Janunry, Sir 
E. Satow telegraphs that “the Rus- 
| sian agreement (ro Tientsin) with the 
Chinese Government was concluded 
through Li Hung-chang.” ‘Then the 
French Consul issued a notification 
extending the French Concession, 
and the Japanese followed suit. 

Meanwhile the question of the 
railway robberies dragged on, the 
Russian authorities as usual knowing 
nothing. 

By the middle of November as 
we learn from correspondence that 
reached London on January 21st, the 
Tientsin complication had begun to 
grow acute. Requests for the re- 
moval of Russian flags from British 
property were refused until propriet- 
ary rights previously acquired were 
acknowledged by the Russian and 
English Consuls, iad that po English 
flags should be raised until the * flag 
question” was settled.

As the League reminds the Foreign Secre- 
tary, the case is precisely analogous to that 
of the duty imposed by the lust Budget on 
coals exported from England. As'soon as 
it was clearly demonstrated to the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer that this tax would 
operate very harshly in the case of forward 
contracts, he exempted them from the 
charge, although by doing so the revenue 
suffered substantially. But there is much 
stronger reason for exemption in the pre- 
sent instance. ‘The coalmasters and miners 
had been enjoying a long period of almost 
unexampled prosperity, whereas merchants 
doing business with China have had to 
make their accounts with adversity in its 
forms. As the League’s. memori

But there must be no beating about 
the bush. Otherwise, before we 
know where we are, a tenfold 
more important problem will face us 
than the Manchurian. At the mo- 
ment, our Persian trade has prowise 
and not much more. But the pro- 
mise with the development of r 
ways is very great, and that alone is 
ground enough for a firm stand. Our 
Indian land froutier is in all human 
probability absolutely impregnable to 
anything ‘that could be brought 
against it. It would never do to 
allow a naval danger to develop to 
take the place of the military. 














REFORM IN CHINA. 
Sth October. 


THE majority of the advisers of 
the Court, not only during the 
troubles of last year, but during the 
negotiations for peace in the present 
year, have been supposed to be Re- 
actionaries rather than Progressives. 
‘This was specially true immediately 
after the flight of the Court, when 
Prince Tuan was appointed to the 
Cabinet, and General Tung Fu- 
hsiang with his Kansu troops held 
the military pre-eminence. 

If ditference there has been in the 
nature of the counsels in the Central 
Government, is has been reaction in 
the Western capital, and progress 
and peace, under the leadership of 
Prince Ching and Li Hung-chang, in 
Peking. And yet reform has again 
come to the front; certainly it is 
much talked about, The’ prime 
movers are the two Yangtze Viceroys, 





{Liu K‘an-yi and Chang Chih-tung, 


Some weeks ago these two able and 
powerful advisers in the provinces 
sent a very long memorial on-reform 
to the Throne, recommending many 
changes. ‘heir advice has begun to 
take effect. To them is the credit, 
first in the temporary but important 
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efforts for China’s preservation in the 
crisis of last year, and now in the 
plan for more enduring preservation 
in the way of reform. 

‘The main emphasis has been placed 
on educational reforms, such as the 
change in the examination for literary 
degree from the “eight-legged” essay 
to those on governmental and histori- 
cal questions, and the transformation 
of Confucian colleges into schools 
for Western learning. As a natural 
outcome, there is again considerable 
zeal in: establishing schools of all 
sorts and translation bureaus. Along 
with these is the Imperial Edict to 


do away with the old system of! 


examinations for military degree, 
and to inaugurate in all the provinces 
thorough training in modern military 
tactics. It is noticeable that this is 
intended to’ be of greatest importance 
and to command widest attention, 
being the one reform which in the 
reform period of 1898 under the 
Emperor was recommended by Yunj 

Lu, resulting in his being appointe 

to the position of Generalissimo. It 
is very plain that the Chinese 
Government, central and provincial, 
has lost none of its determination to 
become militarily strong, and thus 
able to resist further foreign en- 
croachments and demands. 

Another Edict, based on a memorial 
of Ch’én Pih, the present Civil 
Governor of Peking, requires the 
doing away with clerks in the Peking 
Boards, who heretofore have had 
charge of the records and have 
known the precedents, and the setting 
apart of the under-secretaries to 
all the duties of the Bonrds. The 
records have also been ordered to be 
destroyed. Thus far these orders 
have not been carried out, except 
that Boxer domination and foreign 
occupation assisted in destroying 
many of the records. 

In spite of these edicts, some of 
which conform to the edicts issued in 
1898 by the Emperor and afterwards 
annulled by the Empress Dowager, 
there is quite a general impression 
among the Chinese that reform is 
only superficial. The fickleness of 
the Empress Dowager the last few 
years has been marked. She has one 
mind with one set of advisers, and 
another mind with other advisers. 
Honesty is the last thing thought 
of now, as in the coup d'etat of 
1898, Reform without honesty will, 
we surmise, be only the spurt of the 
moment with no lasting blessing. 

Other edicts of reform may be 
expected to appear, but how or when 
they will be carried out there is little 
consideration or planning. Probably 
less than ever will the aid or guidance 
of foreigners be wished for, and yet, 
without this in most cases no im- 
provements can be effected, especially 
such as have been adopted from 
abroad. Many Chinese have been 
heard to say, “ These changes should 
have been started thirty years ago; 





“now it ‘s too late.” Reform without 
hope stands poor chance in the 
existing misfortunes of China.

THE DEPARTUR! 
FROM HSIAN.

| On the 14th of August the Empress 
Dowager issued an Edict explaining 
that it was necessary to postpone the 
departure of the Court from the 1st of 
September, as previously settled, till 
the6th of October, owing tothe intense 
‘heat and the miry state of the roads 
| that would have to be taken, owing 
to recent floods; but few foreigners in 
China gave credence to this state- 
ment. Still, the famine-stricken 
province of Shensi could not have 
been found a desirable place of re- 
sidence for the Court and_ its 
numerous followers, and besides, 
Hsian could have had but few attrac- 
tions for the Reactionary advisers 
of the Empress Dowager, so that the 
departure from Hsian has actually 
taken place on the date fixed in the 
Edict. 

It will also be seen from the tele- 
gram we publish that the departure is 
being made to take the form of an 
Imperial progress, involving an im- 
mense expenditure, so that no sus- 
picion may exist in the minds of any 
of China's millions that the hated 
foreigner had in any way caused the 
flight, from Peking, the residence for 
a time at Hsian, and now the depar- 
ture for K‘aiféng. 

Whether the Empress Dowager 
means to take up her abode per- 
manently in Honan, and to abandon 
Peking for ever, remains to be seen. 





HORTICULTURE IN 


SHANGHAI. 
7th October. 

Tar Flower Shows are popular in 
Shanghai is shown by the large public 
attendance on every occasion that 
they are held, and that they have 
given satisfaction to the exhibitors is 
evidenced by the increased support 
year after year accorded by those 
who take a delight in growing flowers 
and vegetables, or by those who make 
a profit by raising them. For not- 
withstanding insinuations that have 
been made to the contrary, exhibits 
have been accepted without question 
from all classes of the community, 
whether foreign amateur horticul- 
turists or native market leners. 

Flower Shows have done much 
more for the benefit of the com- 
munity generally than would appear 
to the uninstructed. The climatic 
conditions of this place are so differ- 
ent from those of home,that even those 








with a knowledge of horticulture find 
that, on arrival at Shanghai, they 
have not only much to learn, but also 
much to unlearn. It took years of 
experimenting, failures aud persever- 
ance before residents thoroughly 
understood how to successfully pro- 
duce the well-known flowers of home, 
simple as thé process would appear 
to be to those who never tried 
the practical issue. There is no 
doubt that the friendly competition 
at Flower Shows did much to en- 
courage the horticulturist, and the 
present flourishing state of private 
gardens is largely due to such com- 
tition. At the Spring Flower Show 
eld in the Cousular ground in 
1879 there was only one calceolaria 
exhibited, and that was a miserable 
specimen that no one would dare to 
send to a Flower Show at the present 
day. On that oceasion there were only 
some six or seven pots of maiden hair 
fern exhibited, and none of those were 
remarkable specimens. At Flower 
Shows of recent time calceolarias are 
so plentiful, and are so splendidly 
grown, that awarding prizes for the 
three or four best specimens is a task 
not easily accomplished ; while the 
most casually observant visitor must 
have been struck with admiration at 
the number, size, variety and beauti- 
fal appearance of maiden hair ferns 
that are now exhibited. There were 
very few native nursery gardens in 
former days, and the few that existed 
were stocked only with flowers in- 
digenous to China. Now they abound 
in every direction, and flowers and 
vegetables of infinite variety can be 
obtained at moderate prices. Not 
only are the native gardeners eager 
competitors at every Fiower Show, 
but they have learat the value of 
using freshly-imported seed every 
year. This knowledge and the in- 
centive to better production has 
undoubtedly been gained at Flower 
Shows. 

Flower Shows in Shanghai, how- 
ever, labour under serious dis- 
advantages, as they cannot be con- 
ducted on’ the same principle as 
at home. There exhibitors have a 
full knowledge of horticulture, and 
lay themselves out for special ex- 
hibits, conforming to the rules of the 
Show without trouble to themselves 
or the officials.” Exhibits are sent to 
the Show in good time, and are 
placed at once amongst the class 
to which they belong, each one being 
accompanied by the name of the 
grower in a sealed envelope. The 
Judges award the prizes, and then the 
envelope attached is opened and the 
name of the successful exhibitor .is 
recorded by the Secretary, so that 
when the public are afterwards 
admitted they have before them all 





the information that is desired. 
Here it uite impossible to follow 
this procedure. The Show is open 





for one day only, and from seven 
o'clock in the morning until noon 
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exhibits come pouring in. The 
foreign owner too frequently has no 
idea what number or sort of plants 
his native gardener is going to 
send, He is gratified if the gardener 
informs him that he has a large 
‘number of plants to exhibit, and may 
be interested in a few that strike 
him as possessing special merit, but 
otherwise he is content to leave 
everything to the native gardener. 
That worthy is perfectly indifferent 
to any arrangements for classification 
that are made in the place of exhibi 
tion, and after his exhibits have been 
registered and’ numbered in Chinese 
at the entrance, proceeds to place hi 
pet plants in any commanding posi- 
tion that he fancies. ‘his, of course, 
entails additional labour on the few 
foreigners who are endeavouring to 
produce order out of: chaos, as the 
plants so misplaced have to be trans- 
ferred to their proper position. In- 
deed, it is ouly by dint of extremely 
hard work that the Show is so far 
arranged by 1 p.m. that the Judges 
can proceed with their task of 
awarding prizes, and it will readily 
be understood that when upwards of 
200 awards have to be made, this 
task is by no means easy, nor can be 
hurriedly accomplished. After the 
judging has been completed comes 
‘the long and arduous task of reg- 
istering” the prize-winners, and 
that labour is seldom completed be- 
fore late in the evening. The fact 
must not be overlooked that the 
whole of the work, as above, is under- 
taken by some three or fourgentlemen 
who kindly devote their time to 
it, and it is scarcely to be wondered 
at that it has not hitherto been found 
possible to give the public, who are 
admitted to the Show at 2 p.m, the 
full information about. prize-winners 
which they desire. 

Fortunately for the interests of 
horticulture in Shanghai, Mr. Arthur, 
the Manicipal Superintendent of Parks 
and Open Spaces, who came direct 
here from Kew, is not only thoroughly 
capable of taking charge of our 
Flower Shows, but is bent upon 
making them as perfect as possible, 
for which purpose he is anxious to 
enlist the sympathies and assistance 
of every resident who possesses 
garden. Mr. Arthur, of course, knows 
thoroughly well that Flower Shows 
in Shanghai are not conducted 
on scientific principles, nor carried 
out in the manner most desirable ; 
yeb while anxious to effect reforms 
in the methods obtaining in Shang- 
hai, he bas had to bow to the 
circumst:

A comparison of these propositions 
effectually disposes of the assertion 
that the Council is opposed to tram- 
ways under any consideration. There 
is a difference of wording and litle 
e'se between the new proposal and 
| that of the 19th August. ‘The objec- 
tions therefore will not come from 
the Council »s a Council, a fact which 
agitaters may take note of. ‘They 
have in fact always emanated from 
people with interes's in Shanghai 
differing from those of the Council, 
whose general desire without ques- 
tion is the good of the place and. not 
the furtherance of mwrely private 
| ends. 

People have objected for many and 
varivus reasons to tramways. They 
could not be tolerated along “our 
beautiful Bund,” they were unnecess- 
ary since carriages, jinricshys, and 
wheel-barrows met all requirements, 
they could not possibly traverse our 
narrow streets in safety, they would 
inevitably be a failure and thus cause 
loss to the community, they would 
entail a diminution of license fees 
from ricshas, ete., they would ruin 
the telegraph and telephone services, 




















and, worst of all, they would reduce 
rents. 

This last is the hope and the fear 
respectively of house renters and 
house owners, and, being probably 
of more real force so far as votes 
are concerned than all the rest put 
together, deserves first place in any 
consideration of the reasonableness 
or otherwise of these objections. If, as 
the landlord fears, his rents are to be 
reduced, he is justified in doing what 
he can in self-defence. If, as the 
tenant hopes, rents will come down, 
he also may be trusted to vote in 
accordance with his interests. But 
the probability is that both are 
entirely in the wrong in supposing 
that real estate will be wffected at all 
by the introduction of a tramway, 
except so far as improved locomotion 
alters the general condition of the 
settlement’s affairs, and that would 
be in the direction of improvement. 
It would probably be impossible to 
find a single exception to the rule 
that “improved means of locomotion 
increase the value of real estate.” 
The landlord may therefore with 
every confidence add his bundle of 
absentee votes to the singles of the 
poor householder. i . 

Similarly the Council need fear no 
diminution of their income from 
licenses. “The tramway would, of 
course, paysomething for the few miles 
covered by its lines. ‘The many 
scores of miles that would remain 
untouched by it would still remain 
the happy hunting ground of the 
ricsha and the wheelbarrow. 

As to the narrowness of our streets 
that surely is no insuperable objec- 
tion. ‘Tramears are not constructed 
upon laws laid down by the Medes 
and Persians, and it ought not to be 
beyoud modern engineering power 10 
construct a type of car that should 
suit even Shanghai, 

That our tramway lines should be 
laid down by a local company is un- 
questionably to be desired. We have 
no wish to grant valuable concessions 


|to those whose aim would be tu 


exploit us for all we are worth, and 
spend their profits elsewhere. Mr, 
Dudgeon’s great argument that 
tramways cannot pay is one deserving 
much thought. He told at the 
special meeting how factory girls 
cub together to hire a wheelbarrow 
for $2 amonth,so that the cost per trip 
to each of them is “ under two-thirds 
ofacent.” This is an unanswerable 
fact so far as factory operatives are 
concerned. But it may be urged that 
all Chinese are not factory operatives. 
What about the thousands who 
frequent the Bubbling Well Road 
day after day, and what of the tens 
of thousands who would like to do 
likewise but cannot afford carriage’ 
hire? Is there not here promise of 
support almost, without limit ? 

‘The argument’ based on the fact 
that the ricsha‘takes its fare from

short distances, and experience would 
probably show that even Chinese 
‘would soon learn to use the speedier 
conveyance stopping near their des: 
tination and then take a_riesha 
for the remaining portion. But the 
question as to whether tramways 
will pay or not can never be solved 
at a ratepayers’ meeting. Nothing 
but actual experience will show that. 
Possibly in another five years we 
may be laughing at the fears that 
now appear. so well founded, and 
ridiculing ourselves for our shortness 
of sight. Human nature is much 
the same all the world over, and 
whut has proved advantageons in all 
climes necd not fail here if properly | 
started and carefally worked. As to 
the danger to electrical apparatus 
already in use, there exist ample 
means for the prevention of that. 
It would seem then that none of the 
many objections to the establishment 
of some suitable scheme can be 
urged with sufficient, reason to pre- 
vent the experiment being made, 
and it is much to be desired that 
the mecting to-day should give the 
necessary powers to the Council for 
all preliminaries; reserving final 
approval afver careful examination 
for the next annual meeting of 
ratepayers. The wording of the reso- 
lution is eapable of “amendment, 
but: its prinesple should commend it 
to all friends of progr

THE RATEPAYERS’ 


MEETING. 
ith October. 

‘The Ratepayers’ Meeting, held 
yesterday afternoon at the Town 
Hall, came to a decision which seems 
to point to the possibility of tram- 
ways being introduced into the Settle- 
ment after all, ‘The resolution as 
advertised was proposed by Mr. W. 
Scharff ‘and seconded by Mr. E. H. 
Dunning, and was followed by an 
amendment, proposed by Mr. J. S. 
Fearon and seconded by Mr. W. S. 
Jackson. As the result of some dis- 
eussion this amendment was some- 
what altered, and finally went. before 
the meeting in the following form : 

“That the Council be and is he: 
by requested und authorised to con- 
sider such offers or tenders as may be 
submitted before the wext annual 
meeting for the construction and 
working of tramways in Shanghai, 
and that they be wuthorised to accept 
any of the said offers and to settle 
the terms on which the tramways 
may be constructed and worked, in- 
cluding, if thought expedient, an 
option on the part of the Municipal- 
ity to take over the undertaking af er 
acertain time either on payment or| 
free of charge. Provided that the 
Council shali not be authorised to 
construct or work the tramways as a 
Municipal undertaking, nor to pledge 











the Municipality to take over any 


scheme or to make any payment to 
the promoters or owners without 
receiving special permission from the 
Ratepayers.” 

‘This, on being put to thé meeting, 
was carried by the large majority of 
112 to 61. There was no demand 
for a poll. ‘The verdict of the meet- 
ing was heard with applause, but 
with no outward signs of dissatisfac- 
tion from those not in agreement 
with it. It would be difficult to 
imagine anything more satisfactory 
than such a decision, were it not 
that the speech made by Mr, E. A 
Hewett, the Chairman of the Council 
—who indicated the feeling of his 
colleagues on the inatter—seemed to 
point to the disinclination of the 
Council to accept the anthorisation 
of the Ratepayers. If Mr. Hewett's 
speech may rightly be interpreted t» 
mean: this, aa have voachedl s poultical 
of some difficulty, ‘The ‘Council's 
next utterance is therefore of extreme 
interest and of the -greatest im- 
portance.

NNING with the seizure of the 
railway by the Russian forces and 
the ousting of Mr. Kinder, the story 
of the Imperial railway soon entered 
upon the dip'omatic stage. The 
Admira's decided on the 16th July 
last year that the line between Taku 
and ‘fientsin should be managed by 
the Russians, on the understanding 
that it was to be handed over as 
soon as circumstances might permit. 
‘Thereupon Russia took sole charge, 
but official notice was given to the 
effect that the line was already 
mortgaged to British bond-holders, to 
which Count Lamsdorff replied that 
“the line would naturally revert to 
former management,” the Conipany 
being responsible for expenditure in 
the meantime. When, however, the 
‘Muscovites began shipping off railway 
material to Port Arthur, after destroy- 
ing the offices and archives at ‘Tientsin, 
the Hongkong. and Shanghai Bank 
began to move the British Govern- | 
ment once more to action. 

‘Then arose a difference of opinion 
respecting the jurisdiction given the | 
Russians by the Adinira’s. It was 
claimed to cover the whole course of 
the line to Peking. This Admiral 
Seymour denied. Tt was only the 
Taku-Tientsin section that was given 
into Russian control, as is proved 
by the minutes of the senior naval 












officers’ meeting signed by Admiral 


Seymour and seven other Admirale, 
etc. Complications followed. General 
Gaselee- telegraphs on September 
20th, 1900.. “ Féngtai railway junc- 
tion occupied by us on the 30th 
August... . Russian General now 
sends formal protest against our 
occupation... have told him... 
question for our respective Govern- 
ments . . . meanwhile shall continue 
the reconstruction . . . .” 

It had been pointed out by the 
Bank that special prominence and 
weight had been given to the stipu- 
lation in the terms under which 
the railway was constructed pro- 
viding for British Chief Engineer, 
and making the line inalienable to any 
foreign power. Enclosed was a diary 
of events beginning with June 16th, 
the memorable day when Admiral 
Seymour's communications were 
broken. The Chief Accountant on 
that day “closed his offices at 1 p.m., 
after only locking all books, vouchers, 
and documents of any value, together 
with what cash there was on hand, in 
two large Chubb’s safes, quite new 
and recently arrived from England.” 
(It is interesting to remark that a 
late copy of the * Limes” reports that 
the Chubbs have secured an official 
denial of the statement that the safes 
were of their monutactnre. ‘The fact 
that they were broken open by Rns- 
sians put the “safe” men upon their 
mettle.) The diary declares with 
detailed proof that “there is abun- 
dant evidence” to show that the 
rifling of the safes “had been done 
previous to the fire.” Some $20,000 
in money disappeared, together with 
securities for a much larger amount, 
and title deeds, ete., ete. 


Later on Count Waldersee gave to 
the Russians control from Tangku. to 
Yangtsun, while the Germans occu- 
pied the remaining section to Peking, 
and this though “ British capital. has 
constructed the entire line under 
British superintendence and control, 
and Mr. Kinder and his staff are 
furthermore ready to undertake the 
work.” (Oct. 4th.) The same state 
of affairs existed at Shanhaikuan. 
Whereupon explanations were asked 
from the Russian Government, and 
the British, Japanese, and American 
commanders combined in recommend- 
ing to Count Waldersee the restora- 
tion of the line to its own officials. 
On Oct. 29th the delayed Russian re- 
ply was sent: “Admiral Alexeieff is 
absolutely ignorant of the protest 
(above mentioned) . . . . and “the 
Imperial Government (Russian) can- 
not conceal the fact that they are 
greatly perplexed at” the British 
persistence. 

This is irresisibly suggestive of 
the injured innocence of the urifor- 
tunate youth caught poaching, “who's 
been a-catchin’ fish! 

But the Russian depredations did 
not close here. At Newchwang we 
find them taking possession of 50 
miles of material belonging to 
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Jardine, Matheson, and Co. while 
at Tongshan they interfered with the 
colliery working, their action in China 
being, as Mr. Hardinge explained to 
the RussianGovernment, “sufficient to 
shake the confidence of Her Majesty's 
Government if they had not had 
complete reliance on the assurances 
of the Emperor and of the Russian 
Government.” The complaint that 
the Russian Generalsignored Russian 
assurances was met by the retort 
that Count Lamsdorff formulated 
Russien policy, not the Russian 
Generals. No allusion was made, 
however, in the Russian reply to the 
accusation respecting the safes. 

On the 3rd November, 1900, we 
find the following pertinent request 
addressed by the Buitish Ambassador 
to Baron Richthofen :—“I have the 
honour to request your Excellency to 
obtain explanations from Field- 
Marshal Count Waldersee of those 
arrangements by which British pri- 
vate commercial interests are dealt 
with without communication with 
Her Majesty's Government or consul- 
tation with the persons interested.” 
With the Russian Government the 
exchange of notes continued to be 
frequent, and pretty = plein spoken. 
Baron Richthofen replied to the note 
before-mentioned, thatCount Walder- 
see’s reply stated that “ military con- 
siderations had dictated the proceed- 
ings... . and that no existing 
rights would thereby be prejudiced.” 

On November 9th we hear first 
of the Russian annexation “by right 
of conquest ” of the land on the river 
bank opposite to the British and 
German settlements in Tientsin, a 
distance of about 14 miles. To 
which lead Belgium played her card 
for a kilmometre, extending south- 
wards from the limit of the Russian 
seizure. 

Mr. Wm. Keswick, on behalf of the 
British and Chinese Corporation, 
makes on the 20th November a 
spirited remonstrance to the Foreign 

fice re Russian seizures at Tientsin 
and elsewhere, and three. days later 
Lord Lansdowne informs the Russian 
Government that “Her Majesty's 
Government could not admit the 
rights of intervention by any other 
Power in the contract arrangements 
between the Chinese Government 
and the bond-holders in respect 
of the railway from Peking to 
Shanhaikuan.” Further complaints 
continued to come in, and again the 
German authorities were informed 
that uo arrangements for the working 
of a British line should be made 
without consultation with British 
authorities. On the 28th November 
there came the protest from Tientsin 
against the hoisting of the Russian 
flag on property belonging to Bucter- 
field and Swire, and Cousins and 
Dickinson. Kespecting the seizure 
of rails, ete., at Newchwang, Count 
Lamedorff had the assurance to talk 
of the materiale “to which the firm 











of Jardine & Co. have pretensions 
...+.,” further declaring that “the 
establishment of the rights of owner- 
ahip is attended with difficulty,” and 
commenting on “the unfounded na- 
ture of the claims of the above com- 
pany,” but nevertheless ordering the 
material to be returned “to avert 
undesirable misunderstanding !” 

‘Towards the end of the year (13th 
December) we have the first assur- 
ance that the Russians would in 
January hand over the line to Count 
Waldersee, but meanwhile evidence 
had been accumulating to the effect 
that their period of occupation had 
not been’ wasted and that Port 
Arthur would at its termination be 
considerably the better in machinery 
and stores than she was before. 

‘A long extract from the “Journal 
de St. Pétersbourg” of the 4th 
December is given. It states with 
much force and clearness the Russian 
view, and denies that the English 
were the owners of the Yangtsun- 
Shanhaikuan line. Two days before 
the old year came to its close, Lord 
Lansdowne in a letter to Sir C. Scott 
traverses the main positions taken 
up by the Russian communiqué, and 
the last letter of the year details 
the systematic removal of stores, 
machinery, etc, by the Russians, 
£50,000 worth having been taken 
from the Shanhaikuan Bridge Works 
alone. 

We reserve the events of 1901 for 
further consideration.

‘The 
Governor has deputed one of his household 
to escort the body to its final resting place 
in Honan, as he is not allowed to leave his 
post at present. 


A Local Disturbance. 


‘There has been some talk amongst the 
country people on the imposition of new 
taxes, and this led in Weihsien to a local 
disturbance which ended in some twenty or 
thirty individuals—many of whom had 
only come to ‘look see”—finding them- 
selves in durance vile. The shopkeepers 
took alarm and closed their doors, while 
confidence and business were only resumed 
when the local magistrate went round in 
his official chair and exhorted the fearful 














and unbelieving to take courage to th 
fainting hearts, and once more buy and sell 
as heretofore. 


The Inevitable Delay. 

‘The indemnity claims of the English 
Baptist. Mission are still in abeyance. 
Promises are made to the effect that Mr. 
Chu, a former prefect of this city, is com- 
ing ‘shortly “to settle,” and it is to be 
hoped that promise and performance may 
correspond. 

The native Christians’ claims are now all 
dealt. with ; those in the northern districts 
have been compromised, and the best has 
been done that circumstances would admit 
of.

The Manchurian Question. 

We understand that the Manchurian 
question between Russia and China is not 
to be a matter of negotiation in Peking, 
but at St. Petersburg. It will be no 
ae to the Chinese Minister, Yang 

‘u, who by the way is a Manchu and 
should be specially concerned in trying 
to preserve Manchuria to the Manchu 
Dynasty, at least as long as this dynasty 
exists. By having the matter considered 
in St. Petersburg, there ismore chance of 
maintaining secrecy than if carried on in 
Poking. Chinese let out secrets better 
than Russians. 

Still, Yang Yu will not dare to make any 
Aecision, unless approved by the Court and 
the Chinese Plenipotentiaries. As the 
Court will soon be on its journey from 
Heian, it will be impossible for it to give 
much careful attention to the matter, and 
so delay will be necessitated for several 
months. 


How it will Affect Trade. 


_ Some 6f the other Powers are very much 
interested in the outcome of these negotia- 
tions especially as affecting trade at the 
Manchurian ports. The Russian Commis- 
sioner at Newchwang still retains his power, 
‘snd nothing is done to restore authority to 
the Chinese. Talienwan(Dalny) was declared 
to be an open port by the Czar of Russia, 
but in kerosene oil, at least, there is to be 
discrimination in favour of Russia as against 
America. What is done at the open ports 
will indicate the settlement of the question 
of Russian domination in Manchuria, If 
Russia can secure prior advantages for her- 
self at the two ports, she can very easily 
restrict the transit trade into the interior 
as carried on by other countries. She can 
make it easier for the Chinese to take the 
Russian trade across the northern border 
than the British, American or Japanese 
trade through the two southern ports, 
The Ultimate destiny. 

We fancy, if a settlement, is, renched, 
Russia will ‘again disclaim all intent to 
exercise authority in Manchuria or 
Mongolia, but will have the right to kee 
her military as guard for the railway, whic 
all regard as necessary. ‘To do more, just at 
this time when all the Powers are acting 
together, is not expedient. Later on, 
when the Siberian lino is completed, if the 
Chinese, always of the bandit class in 











certain parts of Manchuria, give trouble, 
the Russians will find some good reason to 
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interfere and then to hold Manchuria as 
their own. Even the Chinese expect this to 
De the ultimate destiny of Russia. 

How a Chinese Arniy is formed. 

Turning to our own midst, we find 
besides the 3,000 troops under General 
and Mr. Hu Yii-fan located in 
Peking, there are some 6,000 soldiers under 
General Mah Yii-k‘un along the railway 
between Peking and Paotingfu, and nearly 
3,000 more between the latter city and 
Chéngtingfu. This number is being in- 
creased hy the Provincial Treasurer, Chou 
Fu, enlisting bandits as soldiers ‘under 
pu Some of these men were formerly 

Many others have been con- 
with the Association of Allied 
Tn any case they have all been 
armed breakers of the law. ‘The Treasurer, 
finding it most difficult to suppress or 
seatter these disturbers of the peace, has 
adopted the method of trying to get them 
amenable to control by being incorporated 
into the Army. 

Another Method, 

This method is similar to the one 
employed by Prince Tuan and the Empress 
Dowager last year, when Prince and 
high officials were appointed to be in com- 
mand of the Boxers or ** Patriotic People,” 
and money was supplied the Boxer organisa 
tion out of the Imperial and Provincial 
‘Treasuries. ‘This method is rather ** play- 
ing with fire,” and hardly tends to inspire 
couidence in the power of Chinese troops 
maintain order. Very few, after last year's 
experience, would care to trust themselves 
to the Chinese army, when known to 
consist of ruftians.

Local Dissatisfaction. 

‘The war is over, but the end is not yet. 
Up to the present’ the southern provinces 
havo Jooked with horror upon the deeds 
of the “wicked Manchu,” and have ex- 
pressed their detestation of the power 
Dchind the Throne as far as they dared. 
But all the while there remained a fecling 
that the people of the south incurred no 
responsibility for the misdeeds of the 
northern half of the Empire. During the 
Chino-Japanese war the same feeling pre- 
vailed, and with like results. For as then, 
so now, it is the collection of the indemnity’ 
which aroused the people to « sense of their 
corporate responsibility for what takes 
place in any part of the Empire. And 
with obvious safeguards the sooner that 
this lesson is driven home the better, 
for in the learning of it lies one of the 
steps to China's regeneration. But 
in the meantime the remedy is, as 
they themselves say, ‘‘ bitter to the taste.” 
‘They are finding it s0 here. 


New Taxation. 


‘The provincial authorities have issued a 
proclamation detailing the amount of the 
indemnity, and forecasting means for rais- 
ing the assessment, upon the Two Kuangs. 
Various rumours are abroad as to the 
nature of the new taxes. Swatow is an 
excellent source of revenue; a milky 
mother, albeit sometimes a refractory one, 








The Chinghai Hsien, under whose juris- 
diction .it falls, paid’ it a visit the other 
day, and invited the leading merchants to 
meet him at the Yamén to discuss matters. 
Only six of their number appeared, and 
nothing was done. Last Saturday he 
tried to take the bull by the horns by 
announcing that he would meet the 
members of the native Chamber of 
Commerce at their Guild-house. This 
time the meeting came off, but the 
magistrate again failed to score, as the 
spokesman of the merchants gave it as their 
opinion that Canton, being the principal 
port in the South, should be allowed to take 
the lead, and that Swatow would wait until 
the merchants there had moved, and then 
—would consider the question. 

‘The form the tax is expected to take is a 
levy calculated upon the number of beams 
in ‘each house, and collected from the oc- 
cupier. ‘This will bear heavily upon the 
class least able to pay, as it passes over the 
rich property owners, except in the matter 
of the houses they actually occupy. And 
these tenants are already paying a 5% tax 
for the few police who appear from time to 
time on the roads. ‘This tax is levied upon 
the property owners, but they have quietly 
shifted its incidence by raising rents. If 
the house tax is persisted in the people say 
there will be trouble. ; 

A Clan Fight. 

The hold of the mandarins upon the 
people is very slight. A clan fight is pro- 
ceedling at present within sight of the walls 
of a fort garrisoned by Government 
“braves,” who are powerless to stop it. 
‘Travellers by launch to the district city of 
Kiehyang can see the trenches of the com- 
batants facing one another across a stretch 
of perished rice. 


A Problem.

A Remarkable Proclamation. 

It is inevitable that the aftermath of the 
late troubles should be reaped far and wide 
through the eighteen provinces; but chings 
cannot be altogether bad which produce a 
proclamation like the following :—

‘Té, with the button of the first rank, 
President of the Board of War, Junior 
ico President of the Court of Censors, 
Governor of ‘Kuangtung, Provincial Com- 
mand+r-in-chief, and with jurisdiction over 
taxation. In the matter of a Proclamation : 

On the 16th of the 3rd month in the 

ent year (May 4th 1901) we received 
yy telegram an Edict promulgated by the 
Grand Council in attendance upon His 
Majesty to the effect that the peace nogotia- 
tions were on the point of being completed 
—the indemnity amounting to 450 millions 
—and commanding the several provinces to 
take steps for deliberating on the state of 
affairs, and without delay memorialise by 
telegram. It is on record that we have 
already respectfully obeyed the command 
and deliberated accordingly. Now the 
negotiations for are complete and a 
time is fixed for the return of the Imperial 
Chariot. This is a cause for universal 
gladness. The Plenipotentiaries have ar- 
Tanged that the payment of the indemnity 
shall be spread over a number of years, the 
instalments being paid regularly at’ the 
reeurring period. 

‘The people of Kuangtung have a reputa- 

tion for wealth, and their share of the 










































burden will certainly be large. Ou a gone- 
ral computation, after deducting each year 
the monies transmitted to the Capital, ‘and 
those expended on the upkeep of the 
forees, from the sums raised by the land 
tax, customs, likin, salt revenue, and 
other items (the tax on gambling ‘dens, 
‘Trans.), there has not been enough revenue 
to meet expenditure ; and it would be no 
easy matter to impose new taxes to a large 
amount at short notice. But. this indem- 
nity is a matter entailing the safety or 
danger of the Emperor and the Empire on 
the one hand, and on the other the happi- 
ness or misery of the people, so 
now that the peace negotiations are 
complete we must pay regularly. And 
while the assessment cannot yet be finally 
fixed upon, we must obey the article of 
the agreement, so that no harm may result. 


We, the President and Vice President of 
this Board, along with the Committee of 
Provincial Administration, have exhaus- 
tively discussed the matter, and our opin- 
ion is, that considering that affairs just 
now are many and troublous, that a live- 
Tihood is hard to-obtain, and that the dis- 
tress of the poor is increased, we cannot 
bring ourselves to lay a heavy burden up- 
‘on our people. But a levy on houses and 
lands is drawn from the propertied classes, 
and so somewhat more likely to have a 
peaceful issue. So we sent by telegram 
our memorial in reply to that effect, and 
have commanded the Committeo of Pro- 
vincial Administration to depute the Fu of 
Canton, Shih Tien-chang, and the locum 
tenens of the Independent Departmental 
Magistrate, K’uang I-chih, to organise in 
Canton the Head Bureau of the House 
Tax; to consult, and draw up regulations 
and to set the matter going. They have 
prepared a scheme, and submitted it for 
examination, and the purport of it is that 
a rate of 1-20th is decided upon, which is 
not heavy. It is to be imposed upon all 
without distinction of rank, so that it will 
be without favour. 


The Government in discussing the terms 
of peace at this time acted altogether in 
the interests of its people's safety, and so 
in paying the indemnity everyone fs expec- 
ted to exert himself. All the world over, 
any kingdom that finds itself in difficulties, 
avails itself of the wealth of its people. 
‘The subjects of our Middle Kingdom have 
always been reputable and law abiding, 
and have had a clear appreciation of great 
issues. Shall we bo inferior to other nations 
now? ‘This is a tax graded on property : 
you will probably bo glad to fall in with it, 
and eagerly contribute the levy in order 
to secure the end in view. 


In addition to the land tax already lov- 
ied we issue this proclamation in accord- 
ance with precedent. Let it inform the 
officials, gentry, scholars, business men, 
soldiers, and private persons throughout 
the entire province of Kwangtung, and 
make it clear to one and all that those who 
have house property must watch for the 

uublication of the assessment by the House 

‘ax Bureau, and after that make it their 
business to pay up each month in accord- 
ance with the scheme. 

‘Those whose rent does not amount to $2 
a month, and those who live in houses of 
two or three rooms only, need not contri- 
bute ; nor need those who live in small 
country hamlets. Let everyone obey this 
notice, and not disregard the special pro- 
clamation. 

The lamation js remarkable, not so 
much for the reasons (except one) that it 
embodies, as for the spirit in which tho 
whole is written. Atsuch a time, and with 
such an object, the temptations to ‘make 
capital out of anti-foreign feeling must be 
great. But the two magistrates have re- 
fused to gild the pill in any such fashion. 
There is no servility and no hate. And the 
most remarkable feature is the reference to 




















other kingdoms, -and their methods. 
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Bk SB is not usual in proclamations 
in this part of the country at least. Would 
that all were such! 

The State of Trade. 

‘The shipping trade of the port has de- 
creased considerably of late. This may be 
due to the disturbed state of the country. 
We seom to be returning to the state 
of things which prevailed before General 
Fung was sent on a mission of peace, 
which cost the country over which he 
worked close upon 3,000 heads before all 
was over.

‘The annual meeting of the shareholders 
in the above Company was held this mor- 
ning. The report presented showed a bal- 
ance at credit, after deducting debit 
balance brought forward from 30th June, 
1900, of $101,087.78. It was proposed to 
deal with this amount as folléws:—To 
write off $41,087.78 from the book values 
of the Company's property on the 30th 
June last, and to pay a dividend of 6 per 
cent (or $3 per share) on the capital, which 
will absorb a further $60,000. ‘The Chair- 
man in his speech said he thought the re- 
sults of the year's working might, under 
the circumstances, be considered satisfac- 
tory. The competition on their lines was 
still very keen, and the Osaka Shosen Kai- 
sha had shown no disposition to come to 
terms.

sions of the Building Ordinance, which is 
now insufficient, should be increased with- 
+ All which recommendations are 
very good, and worthy of careful and 
prompt consideration ; but it seems to me 
the Magistrate did not go far enough. Was 
it not-his duty also to express some opin- 
ion as towho were responsible for the deaths 
of forty-three of the inmates of the col- 
lapsed houses? The collapse cannot be said 
to have been an unavoidable accident, 
the act of God, or disaster that could 
neither have been foreseen nor prevented. 
Some person or persons were techincally 
guilty of manslaughter, I imagine, and it 
¥s not desirable to attempt to avoid this 
inevitable conclusion. It does not follow 
that anyone would be very severely punish- 
ed for the neglect, but it is a public duty 
that the blame should be placed on the 
right shoulders. To my poor intelligence 
it would appear that the responsibility is 
divided among (1) the owner, who after 
obtaining plans and getting them passed 
by the P.W.D., had the audacity to de- 
viate from these plans in essential particu- 
lars without permission; (2) the Public 
‘Works Department, for lack of the neces- 
sary supervision in carrying out the work ; 
and (3) the Government for allowing the 
Department to be so grievously underman- 

as to render proper supervision of such 








The report for presentation at the twen- 
tieth annual meeting, fixed for the 17th 
prox., is out. It shows briefly that the 
result of the working for the year 1900 is 
‘a credit balance of $264,448.67, out of 
which it is proposed to pay a dividend of 
26 per cent (or $13 per share), to add 
$50,000 to Reserve Fund (raising that 
Fund to $1,200,000), and to carry forward 
the balance of $84,448.57 to current year’s 
This is’ a considerably better 
ing than the working for 1899, which 
only allowed a dividend of $12 per share, 
nothing to Reserve, and only a balance for- 
ward of $62, . The account for 1901 
shows an estimated balance of $509,591, 
about $88,000 more than that estimated last 
year for 1900. 


Another Shark Scare. 

Bathing parties get little frights oc- 
casionally, though as a matter of fact the 
objectionable barnacle is really the most 
common trouble to bathers in these waters 
if the bathing is off the shore. But on 
Saturday last, when a party of bathers 
were making their way in’a boat from 
the launch to Dumbbell Island, a shark 
was sighted quite close. The pastime was 
not indulged in on this opportunity, the 
shark being considered altogether too un- 
desirable a neighbour. 

Naval Intelligence. 

Under this heading there is bardly any- 
thing to record this week, tho only arrival 
being that of the British battleship Ocean, 
which arrived yesterday from Weibaiwei; 
while the solitary departure was that of 
the French flagship Amiral Charner on tho 
24th instant for Saigon. There are now 
four large British men-of-war in the an- 
chorage, viz., the Ocean, Albion, Isis, and 
Argonaut, which constitute quite a pretty 
squadron in themselves. They will doubt- 
less soon be followed by other vessels from 
the North.

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A Sign of the Times. 

Wo have bad in our little world a 
very important coup d’état, and one that 
will probably have an important effect all 
over India. At first a change of Ministry 
in a native State does not sound a very 
serious matter. It is only when we cast a 
retrospective glance on the affairs of this 
State, remembering that this is the first 
and most important native State in India, 
that we can read the sign of the times. 
Glancing back one hundred years, wo see 
that the Prime Ministers in Hyderabad 
were all-powerful and _ practically 
0 rulers of =the = State, the 
‘izam merely taking a nominal 
interest in matters of administration. 
‘The Minister, as long as the British inter- 
ests were properly served, was always suro 
of the support of the British Resident, but 
his was the onerous task of pleasing his 
master the Nizam and at the same time 
not coming into collision with the wishes 
of the Resident as representing the British 
Government. Chundoo Lal, who was then 
Minister, succeeded in doing both succes 
fully for some 40 years, but then owing 
to some disagreement between himself and 
the Resident he had to retire. It was then 
found that he had left the State heavily in 
debt to the British Government. For some 
time the Nizam took over charge of mat- 
ters himself, but not having been brought 
up to take any active part in that admi- 
nistration, he was at a loss to know what 
to do, and matters went on steadily from 
bad to worse. There was a constant 
change of Ministers, and finally the State 
Became so hear Ived that it had to 
cede to the British Government some of 
its most fertile and most prosperous pro- 
vinces as security for tho debt of 50 lakhs, 
incurred to the British Government, and 
as security for the payment of certain con- 
tingents it was bound by treaty to main- 
tain. At this critical moment a strong man 
fortunately came forward and threw him- 
felf into thio task of saving the State from 
ruin. Sir Sarlar Jung was to the State of 
Hyderabad what Bismarck was to Ger- 
many. He ruled so well as Prime Minister 
that soon the debt was remitted and somo 
of the provinces restored, the British Go- 
vernment still retaining the Berars, which 
they still administer, returning to H.H. 
all surplus revenue that is not required for 
administrative purposes. The late Nizam, 
who somewhat resented the strong hand of 
tho Minister—which seemed to hold him- 
self as it were in a grip of iron—tried to 
depose the Minister Sir Salar Jung, but 
was unsuccesful, as the Minister was 
strongly supported in all he did by the Re- 
sident. Finally the Nizam died, and dur- 
ing tho long minority of ‘the pre- 
sent Nizam, Sir Salar Jung became 
more powerful than ever. We 
have, seen so far that the Prime Ministers 
and the Nizam were constantly vying with 
each other, the former's practical power 
and influence colliding with H,H.’s power 
and hereditary prestige, and consequently 

















circumstances between them, as be- 
tween all powerful rivals, were 
always moro or less _ strained. 


Threo years, however, after tho present 
‘Nizam was installed, 1884, Sir Asman Jah 
became Prime Minister—a man who 
though honourable and upright, was not 
strong enough to hold his own, and was 
practically ruled by his own Secretary, 
who was a narrow-minded and prejudiced 
man. One by one, the supporters of Sir 
Asman Jah managed to displease H. H. or 


the Resident, and were _- banished 
from the State. The Nizam took 
Yery little more than @ nominal 


interest in matters, but when Sir Asman, 
robbed of all his supporters, finally fell, 
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and the late Minister, Sir Vikar UL Umra 
was appointed, H.H. began to curtail 
the powers of the Prime Minister consid- 

+ erably. For the last few years H. H. and 
the Minister were not on very friendly 
terms and now very suddenly, though not 
quite unexpectedly, the Minister resigns 
and another one is appointed in his place, 
whose powers again are curtailed; and 
now matters are so that H. H.. himself 
takes over the reins of government, and 
the Prime Minister is now no longer able 
to usurp the powers of the ruler of the 
State. ‘This is a very welcome step, and 
one which, taken by the first native Prince 
in India, is bound to have an important 
bearing on the other native States. We 
see what rapid strides this nation is mak- 
ing. Indian Princes now, instead of view- 
ing the working of their states from a dis- 
tance, instead of leaving on the shoulders 
of their Ministers the responsibilities of 
Government, and leading a life of pleasure, 
indulgence, and idleness, are realising 
what an important charge lies in their own 
hands, and are themselves preparing to 
take on their shoulders the burden and 
heat of the day’s work. 


The Weather. 

All ansiety that has been felt, so far, 
as to the failure of the monsoon is now at 
an end. ‘The rainfall all over India has 
been almost entirely normal. ‘There is 
still a depression in the N.W., but there 
‘at present no cause for anxiety in any 
one district, which is very reassuring. The 
famine may be said to be over, but not so 
the expenses connected therewith. 


The Plague and Health 


Generally. 

‘The rains are at best an unhealthy time 
more or less all over India. It is the time 
when cholera and smallpox—who, like the 
poor, are always with us—inerease and 
spread. During the last few years, whilst 
India has been suffering under the scourge 
of plague, the rains have always been the 
time when the mortality has been at its 
highest. It is again, alas! increasing rap- 
idly in Bombay ; in fact, sc much so, that 
within the last two months the plague 
doath rate rose from 2 per week to 203 per 
week. Here and there we read of severe 
outbreaks of cholera, in cne division in 
Madras the death rate beng as high as 
171.8 per mille. 

The Nushki Seistan Route. 

‘The tea traders on this route have been 
put to great inconvenience. As soon as 
they get to the Persian frontier, the Rus- 
sians, who collect the customs for the Per- 
sian Government, give them endless trou- 
ble. ‘They are paralysing the trade by en- 
forcing unnecessary quarantine to the 
traders before granting them pratique. The 
Russian officials do all they can to impress 
on the Indian traders that Russian influ- 
ence is paramount and that British is 1 
It was even attempted to make the trad 
ers give up their arms, which they abso- 
lutely refused to do, in a country where 
everyone is armed. “The Russian’ officials 
told them if anything happened to them 
thoy or their relations would receive com- 
pensation, but even this noble promise did 
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not satisfy the traders, and so they have 
in the meantime retained their arms. We 
see here very mauch the same that we see 
in the Far East. Russian influence is 
making rapid and marked progress, with- 
out the slightest attempt on our part to 
compete with it 

Hyderabad, 7th August. 
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The State’s Budget. 

Premier Peacock unfolded his Budget 
Statement to the Local Assembly on August 
27th. Last year's surplus amounted to 
£136,000 in Spite of heavy and unusual 
alls in the shape of military and naval 
contingents, and expenses incurred in 
entertaining the Royal guests. Revenue for 
the current year is estimated at £6,963,200 
and expenditure at £7,182,000, leaving a 
deficit of £229,000. The Premier, who also 
occupies the position of Treasurer,explained 
that it would vastly simplify the task fal- 
ling to the State Treasurer if the Federal 
financier would in future years unfold the 
Commonwealth Budget fi Tf the Com- 
alth tavitl r ss suflicent 1 
ile the quota relied upon t 
ed to the State, and also to meet any 
expenditure over and above £300,000, the 
estimated cost uf the Federal Governnient. 
then instead of a deficit there would by 
small surplus. As this contingeney 
unlikely to arise, the Promier wisely made 
provision for For the present no 
new wopased, £225,000 was 
set aside for old age pensions, which by the 
way are to be reduced from a maximum of 
10/- to 7/-, a proposal which aroused the ire 
of Labour members, All claims for the pen- 
sion are to be rohvard, and in open court, 
though previously conducted in pri 
In making this announcement, the Premie 
stated that he had been surprised at the 
advantage taken hy citizens of wealth and 
affluence, and. them many 
public servants, upon the State 
the maintenance of aged relatives.

University Scandal. 

‘The sensation of the past week has been 
the discovery that for years past the 
University finds have been disappearing 
through “legal channels. Whilst the 
auditor ng through the usual yearly 
overhaul of accounts, he discovered several 
irregulariti in minor items. These 
induced a close scrutiny of all financial 
matters connected with the University, 
and the unpleasant discovery. was made 
that the funds wore short to the tune of 
some £7,000. 

‘A meeting of the finance committee was 
immediately called, and the prosecution of 
the accountant decided upon. ‘The warrant 
was immediately executed, but as the 
accused is s rom a liver complaint, 
and confined to his room, he was not 
removed to the gaol, but left in his own 
house in charge of ‘two constables. The 
discovery places the University in a very 
awkward position financially, and the public 
too will want to know how it is that 
whilst the, Varsity has been for years past: 
in the habit of going cap in hand to 
the Government appealing for increased 
financial assistance, its funds have been 
embezzled to a li amount without the 
finance committee being aware of the fact. 
Another important bearing is that the 
accounts have annually passed a so-called 
examination at the hands of the Govern 
ment auditor and yearly received the hall 
mark of his approval. This opens a wide 
field for speculation in regatd to other 
Government accounts, and will no doubt 
cause a general upheaval in that official's 
department. The defaulting aceou 
tant was a nephew of of the late Sir 
J. Dickson, one of the members of 
the Federal cabinet. who died shortly 
after accepting his portfolio. Two days 
later the public were again startled by the 
announcement that the Trinity College funds 
were short by £2,500, and a warrant had 
been issued for the arrest of the honorary 
treasurer. In this case, however, the official 
had managed to elude justice and got away 
witha two days’ start. He was knowp to be 
insomewhat straightened circumstances, and 
was recently in partnership as an insurance 
droker. ‘The partnership has however been 
solved, and since then the defaulter 
had made several vain attempts to 
loans amongst his business acquaintances.

THE FIRE AT 
THE INTERNATIONAL 
DOCK. 


eet 
ust about half past seven on Tuesday 
evening a fire broke out at the Inter- 
national Dock, belonging to Messrs. S.C. 
Funham, Boyd & Co. La., which resulted 
in the complete destruction of atwo-storey- 
ed building there, the lower storey of which 
is used for store rowins for glass, oils, 
prims, ete. while the upper storey is 
eccupied as a dwelling place and offices. 
‘This building being. isolated, and. the 
‘wind fortunately blowing from the S.S.E., 
the flames were carried in the direction 
of the river, and there was never any 
anger of the fire spreading to conti- 
uous buildings, but it raged furiously in 
the house where it broke out, and before 
{1 p.m, the roof fell in and the outer walls 
alone were left standing. Until well after 
¥ o'clock there were only natives. working 
at the pumps, but afterwards the fire float 
surived and the fire was completely ex- 
tinguished. ‘There are various reports as 
to the origin of the tire, one being that it 
broke out in the paint shop, and another 
that it was caused by the carelessness of 

» natives who were cooking some food 
in the basement, 

















Later. 

We are now able to give the fullowing 
additional particulars with reference to the 
fire which occurred at the International 
Dock on Tuesday evening. 

The fire broke out shortly after half. 
seven, in the lower story of the building, 
and owing to the infiainmable nature of 
some of the articles stored there, quickly 
gota good hold. The foreigners who 
reside at the Dock at once got to work 


with the hand pumps, bit it was found | P 





that it would he useless to attempt 
te save the burniug building, and 
they hud to concentrate their efforts 








upon preventing the fire from spreading to 
the adjoining ‘buildings on either side. 
Th mes did catch the woodwork of the 
adjoining godown, but were suppressed 
efore much damage had been done. Mr. 
A. P. Wood, of the Shanghai Waterworks 
‘Company, was one of the first to notice the 
fire from the Shanghai side of the river, 
and he immediately ordered the Company's 
steam water-boat Ching Shiu to be got 
ready with several lengths of hose. The 
Ching Shiu quickly arrived at the scene of 
the fire, laid two streams on, and, under 
the supervision of Mr. Wood, did excellent 
work in preventing the fire from sp 
ing w the other buildings at the Docl 
Ind it was almost wholly due to 
the timely al of this boat that the 
whole of the Dock premises were not d

Owing 
to the strong flood tide. however. the laun- 
ches and firesioat did not arrive at the 
Dock until after 9 o'clock, and the most 
Aifficult part of the work had by that time 
een got through by the Ching Shiu and the 
hand pumps. The fire-float laid on two 
streams, but ther had not nearly sufficient 
force and at midnight they were reeled up, 
Jeaving the streams from the Ching Shiu 
playing cn the smouldering builling. The 


















contents and building were insured, the 
risk being’ divided between several offices. 
Tt has been impossible so far to estimate 
the amount of the damaye. ‘The building 
itself will, of course, he the largest item, 
bu the contents consisted chilly of iron 
and the damage done to this will not 
amount to a large figure. 

As Pootung is entirely without a Fire 
Brigade service, it is a matter of the grent- 
est urgeney that immediate steps should 
be taken to procure a really efficient fire- 
float for use in cases of fire on that side 
of the river. 























IMPERIAL DECREES. 





(SPECIASLY TRANSLATED FOR THE “* NORTH: 
CHINA DAILY NEWS.") 


Ist October. 


(1) Péng Shé is appointed Litera 
Chancellor of Hupeh, vice Chiang Shih-fén 
resigned on account of illness. 

‘Note :—Chiang Shih-fén has the reputa- 
tion of being a strong. anti-foreigner_ and 
was one of the original drafters, in conjune- 
tion with Yung Lu's protégé, Fan Tséng- 
hsiang, now Provincial Judge of Shensi, 
of Prince Tuan’s ‘Imperial Edicts” last 
year commanding the extermination of 
all foreigners, converts and syiupathisers 
throughout the empire.--Translator. 

(2) Sith Hsi-ch‘uan is appointed acting 

Deputy-Governor. of the Imperial Pre- 
fecture of Shuntienfu (Peking). 
(3) Decree commanding the Viceroy and 
Governor of Hupeh Province to select the 
man best fitted for the vacant post of prefect 
of Wuchang (the senior prefecture of Hupelt 
Province) from amongst all the substantive 
efects of the province, and to give the 
post thus left vacant to the newly-appointed 
expectant prefect Liang Ting-fen. 

Note :—Liang Ting-fén, a Hanlin and a 
former “Reformer,” who changed his 
opinions after 1898, is a special favourite of 
the Viceroy of Hukuang, who is now 
apparently pushing on his protégé as 
speedily as possible.—Translator.

Her 
‘Majesty is convinced from what has passed 
during the last year that unless China 
accepts and imitates Western methods of 
education, civilisation and government, after 
mature selection of what is best, China 
cannot be strong or prosperous ; hence 
their Majesties’ anxiety to inaugurate 
reform in the Empire. “The officials and 
people of China must therefore divest 
themselves of the too common belief that 
the Throne is not in earnest. for reform, 
for the Empress Dowager is determined 
not to allow half-measures in future, 
wherever good may be obtained for the 
Empire in following Western methods. 
‘The pursuit from henceforth will be for the 
suhstance and not for the mere veneer, as 

hitherto been the lamentable habits of 
officials at large, %

One of the Principal Causes of 
Discontent. 

A private letter from Nanking emanat- 
ing from a perfectly reliable souree con-

noted, remarks the foregoing letter, which 
it would be well for the high authorities 
of those provinces to ponder: over and 
consider well. It is the intention of 
these high mandarins, as urged by 
their subordinates from the rank of 
‘Taotai upwards, to lay an extra imposi- 
tion on all private-owned land, equal’ in 
auount to about four-fifths of the present 
land tax on cultivated fields. This plan 
was advocated owing to the failure of the 
attempt to enfor house tax in the 
cities, strong opposition having been shown, 
to the impost; and it is alleged that, 
thinking it easier to impose upon the 
agricultural classes, the inandarins now 
desire to obtain an extra revenue from 
them, ostensibly ‘to assist in paying off the 
recent war indemnities.” The mandarins. 
would seem to forget that the agricultural 
and land-owning classes are the nucleus of 
country’s strength and that any opposition 
raised by them will shake the foundations of 
an empire. Finally there is another thing 
to be considered, namely, that the regions 
affected are the places from whence spring 
the great majority of the best class of 
soldiers who compose the nucleus of the 
armies of the Viceroys and Governors of 
the Yangtze provinces and the eastern 
portion of the Empire drained by the 

‘ellow River. 


The French Railway in Yunnan. 
‘The local mandarins have received dis- 
patches dated about six weeks ago, from 
Kueitin, the capital of Kuangsi province, 
reporting the passage through that province 
of a large body of Annamese (so-called) 
“ navies," led by a proportionate number 
of Frenchmen en route for Yunnan “to con- 
struct the railway.” “There are,” continues. 
one dispatch, “rave reasons for thinking 
that. the strangers are not what they appa- 
rently seem, and the provincial authorities. 
‘can only keep a sharp look out whilst obey- 
ing instructions sent by the Chinese Pleni- 
potentiaries at Peking.” 
The Progress of Reinforcements 
for Shantung. 

As already stated before in these 
columns, in order to strengthen his ground 
for demanding the evacuation of Chinese 
territory by German troops in Shantung, 
Governor Yuan Shih-k‘ai has asked for and 
received reinforcements from Kiangyin, in 
the shape of the Tse-chiang Brigade of 
5,000 men of all arms, i.e., infantry, cavalry, 
attillery, engineers, sappers and miners, 
organised and drilled after the most ap- 
proved German methods. These troops, 
according to a Yangchou dispatch, passed. 
through that city on the 30th ultimo 
and started immediately by Grand Canal 
boats for Chining, Shantung, where the 
Brigade is to remain for the nonce. In

5,000 or 6,000 feet, 

At Pringehianghsien the examinations 
were on.

In passing through the 
streets I scarcely heard a single bad’ word 
and was treated with marked civility. 

On the road from Péingchiang vo Liu- 
yang, at one point there lie some low, red 
Sandstone hilis where an interesting custom 
is observed.

bread at the rim, where they havea number 
of bamboo tubes, open at one end and fixed 
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at aslant, so that for one half the round the 
open end is higher than theclosed end, and 
for the other half, lower.

is obtained by wins built in a V shape. At) 


the apex, which is, of course, pointed up- 
stream, there is an opening for boats to 
pass. “The fall is frequently quite a foot at 
the apex, and twice as much at the side 
where the wheels are situated. ‘There are 
forty-eight of these wins between Liuyang 
and the Siang river—a distance of 70 or 80 
miles ; really one may say in a distance of 
50 miles, for there are scarcely any in the 
Tast 20 or 30 miles. It is interesting and 
exciting shooting these rivers on the down 
road, but occasionally we had to moor for 
half-an-hour or s0, to wait until an up-boat 
had been poled and dragged and pushed 
through the opening from the down side. 
‘At one place we came across a number of 
men washing gold. Tcould get very little out 
of them, as they evidently suspected my 
motives in asking questions, and were quite 
sure that my “foreign” oyes saw more about 
the gold in a glance than they could tell 
me after passing their lives in the neigh- 
bourhood, Doubtless they were as disap- 
pointed at not getting any information 
from meas T wasat gaining none from them. 
‘To avoid a very long bend of the river, 
we left the boat at a_point only 2 or 3 
mhilus by land from Ch'anguha,” Te ‘was 
a level piece of country until quite 
close to the city walls, which were all 
the time hidden from us by a low ridge of 
rising land that scarcely attained the height 
of the city gates. As far as the eye could 
reach, on either hand, the fields were dotted 
with men planting out rice a second time, 
for once more one had got back to floods. 
‘The first crop was completely ruined within 
‘a month of its being ready for harvest. 
‘Tewas with very great interest that I ap- 
proached thenorthernmostof the twroeastern 
gates of Ch'angsha. Should I be allowed 
to pass? Should I be temporarily detained 
for examination of passport and the ap- 
pointment of a guard? A quarter of » mile 
of strect outside the gate etfectually ended 
any idea that I should just be able to walk 
through unnoticed; for when we crossed 
the moat, and went up the sharp short slope 
right to the gate we must have had some 
dozen or twenty small boysand hobbledehoys 
anxious to “see the foreigner.” I had 
really been surprised at the absence of re- 
marks from the hundreds of eoolies, farmers 
and others whom we had met on the well 
frequented road inthe plain. Twas oqually 
surprised at the absence of mud-throwing 
by the scores of rice-planters whom we had 
passed quite close to. My experience of 
Wupeh ‘ind fully led me to expect 
that the white clothes T had donned in 
honour of Ch‘angsha would be ‘khaki 
coloured by the time the gates were reached. 
Only once did I hear the contemptuous 
remark that you are pretty sure to hear 
anywhere off the most beaten tracks in the 
threo cities in the centre of Hupeh ; not 
onee was anything at all thrown at me, nor 
until almost nt’ the gate did anybody 
follow. g 
‘As we reached the gate itself, we saw 
three military students stopped to have 
their luggage examined. Soldiers on the 
wall, leaning on the grim-looking cannon 
that’ guards this entrance, took good stock 
‘of me; so did their companions who were 
in the rooms beneath, but nobody cried 





























““Halt”—so on Iwent.’ Street after street 
was passed at quiet walking poo, tll we 
got to the broad space at the entrance to 


the Examination Hall. The Fu literary 
examinations were not quite over; the 
military ones were due to commence within 
a week, and groups of students were 
standing about reading the numerous lists of 
successful candidates. "As it was getting late 
I was neither selling books nor intending to 
preach, and consequently was comparatively 
imable to use what seems to me the most 
effectual preventative of disorder under 
ordinary circumstances—the ability to speak 
Chinese. Curiosity was roused and there was 








a rush, that became worse when from 
this broad space we again took to the 
narrow streets. Still, there was very 
little, if anything, objectionable in what 
was Being said. On we went—by thistime 
a goodly company—till we got to the Go- 
vernor’s yamén, when I was at once dis- 
covered. We ‘turned off sharp without 
crossing the front, but an attaché of the 
yamén at once ran to my side and in a 
imost polite way asked me for my name, 
occupation, ete, ete., all the time walking 
by my side and repressing the more eayer 
lads amongst the crowd following. ‘Then 
we got to the leading police station, and as 
though I had been expected and all pre- 
parations had been made, eight runners at 
once came forward with the most momen- 
tary bit of delay in getting on their 
uniform and at last I was “protected.” 
Up to that point I had managed to escape 
the kindly-meant but by no meansagreeable 
protection that every official in Hunan feels 
it necessary to give to the traveller. My 
actual experience was suificient proof that, 
the protection ix at any rate overdone. ‘The 
streets of one city crowded with candidates 
for an examination, and of the second still 
more crowded with country people come to 
celebrate an annual fete had been passed 
through with less inconvenience than T 
have ever gone through in any city in 
Hupeh in’ which foreigners are non- 
resident; and a similar remark may be 
made of all the towns and villages,.and in- 
deed of the whole of the road along which 
‘Asa matter of fact, Thad 
nent, ete., in 20 miles of 
than Thad in the whole 180 
funan.

If any of your readers were to visit Ch'ang- 
sha for the first time now, they might think 
that Dr. John exaggerated when he said in 








your columns not long ago (I quote from 
memory) that the streets of Changsha were 
now as free to us as the streets of Wuel 

But even lo one whose previous experience 
of Changsha had been confined to one 
visit in May, 1900, almost wrested froin 
the unwilling officials, the change to the 
resent state of affairs is such that Dr. 
John's “statement could not be much modi- 
fied without failing to give anyone an 
adequate idea of the present cireum- 
stances. I actually entered the city as 
easily as I entered Wuchang on my 
return home ; still, that. was probably a slip 
on the part of the official and soldiers guard 
ing the gatex. T wax followed by a crowd 
through the streets of Ch‘angsha, and Tam 
not when I go out day by day in Wuchang. 
It is only fair to say that the particular part 
of Ch‘angsha which entered, which lies 
away from the river, has perhaps hardly ever 
before been visited by anyone in European 
clothes, After that first entrance T was 
very effectually protected, wherever T went 
inthe city, by adozen officals aud sors 
































lowed a choice, T shonld 
ly have requested to be alivwed 
to go about the city without any soldiers 
accompanying, and I do not think I should 
have had any more inconvenience than 
IT get in the  less-frequented parts 
of Wuchang, if I happen to turn into 
a shop and do some bargaining personally 
with the shopman ; an interested crowd 
is sure to gather’ and pass their com- 
ments on me here and would certainly 
have done the same—in fact did do the 
same on the one oceasion—when they had 
a chance in Ch’angsha. : 
Twas the guest of Mr. Alexander, of the 
Alliance Mission for a few days, and was 
able to call on Dr. Keller ‘and Mr. 
Hampson, of the C. I. M., and also on Dr. 
Dukes and a Fubkien gentleman named 














Chang, all of whom are camying on 
mission work inside the city. I also had 


a most enjoyable time in the L. M. S 
chapel outside the North gate. A crowd 
gathered that soon filled the chapel, 
and listened most attentively. ‘The 
questions asked me showed an intel- 
ligent interest in what I was saying. No- 





thing about the price of boots, or the cut, 
of my hair, or similar pieces of curiosity 
that those of us who do not adopt the 
native costume have frequently to put up 
with in strange places, was asked me while 
I was preaching in Ch'angsha. 

By very early rising un the morning of 
the day I left Ch‘angsha, I managed to get 
over the river and go up the famous hill 
that stands opposite the city without my 
soldier friends’ protection. The hill is 
sometimes called **the Hill of the Three 
Religions,” as a famous ancient Confucian 
College stands at its base; a Buddhist 
temple is embosomed in the tall trees, rather 
more than half-way up ; and a Taoist temple 
stauds on the top ridge (though not at 
the highest point). The view is a very 
striking one. The river vided into 
two channels by a long island, seven li 
long, but at its broadest scarcely more 
than 100 yards across, if that. This island 
really gives its name to the great city— 
“Ch’angsha""—*‘the long sand banks.” 
On the far bank lies the long parallelogrant 
of walls enclosing the dense mass of 
houses that make Ch‘angsha so different 
from Wuchang or Nanking, or even Canton. 
Not covering such a space as cither of the 
two latter cities, but perhaps larger than the 
first, the population would, Ishould think, 
be denser to the mile in Ch‘angsha than 
even it is in Canton. 

Although without any guard, I received 

ost, rteous treatment from the Budd- 
hists at their temple—I did not enter the 
Taoist templo, at the top, but stood on the 
platform as long as’ I could spare 
time, enjoying the beautiful view—and 
from the 200 scholars who crowded round 
me in the College, 

T left Ch'angsha about middayon Monday, 
Tuly Bnd, by steamer. We had very little 
current inthe Siang river, but were practic- 

ly in Tunyting Lake long before, ab 
ordinary water, we should” have been. 
Boats were seen going in and out of the 
city yate at Siangyim. Tn due course 
came Yuchou and the Yangtze. But really 
the Yangtze all the way down was a lake 
rather than a river. Here and there we 
looked down on fields sume 10 or 12 feet, 
below the river level that were still pro- 
tected by a foot or two of dykes; but it was 
not until we reached the three cities that 
we saw both banks of the river at the samo 
time; and the three cities are to all 
intents and purposes three islands.

The Life of the Sage. 


‘Mr James, in hig philosophical lectures, 
published under the title, “The Will to 
Believe,” has two essays on the “ Impor- 
tance of Individuals ” on the life of a na- 
tion. He quotes the words of an unlearned 
carpenter of his acquaintance, who once 
said, “there is very little difference be- 
tween one man and another, but what lit- 
tle there ix, is of vast importance.” We 
think that most men will agree with 
‘One has only to reeall the purposes and 
achievements of a Washington, of a Clive, 
of Bismarck, and many others, where: 

n the judgment will accept the dictum 
Pe. James rather than that of Mr. AT 
Jon his ‘antagonist. China, too, has p 
duced its great men, but partly because of 
our ignorance of her national history, snd 
partly because the sphere of their opera- 
tions has been more circumscribed Euro- 
peans are naturally less familiar with 
them than with the heroes of their own 
nations. , It must be admitted, too, that 
she has failed to produce the’ explorers, 
the discoverers, the inventors, the orators, 
ete., in the same, way ax the West 1a 
done. If, however, she has produced few- 
er than those countries, those whom she 
has produced stand out more conspicuous: 
ly, becatise there are fewer to jostle them 
from their proud eminence.

Mencius has exerted a tremendous influ: 
ence over the minds of his countremen. 
Some European scholars would almost 
rank him side by side with Confucius. 

What Plato was to his Master, Scera- 
tes, such was Mencius to his Master, Con- 
fucius. Just as Plato studied the princip- 
les of his master,and then under the shids 
groves taught them to whosoever would lis- 
ten to him, so Mencius studied and then 
taught the principles of Confucius 
clement of jealousy ix traceable in his life 
work. He devoted the full energy of 
intellect. of no mean order to the extoll 
of his Master's teachings and virtues. Hi 
maintained their supreme iinportance as 
a means whereby kings and princes might | 
Jift their states from seclusion into promin- 
ance, and conduct them from confusion in- 
to tranquillity, 

The life of Mencius was not passed in 
such calmness as was that of his Greek 
contemporary, who lived and taught in the 
classic city of Athens. China during the 
lifetime of Mencius was torn and distressed 
by internecine wars, between the petty 
chieftains who ruled over their small sec- 
tions of the empire, cach of whom was 




































































struggling to suppress his rival, and ro 
himself to a firmer and more conspicuous 
position. The imperial dyn: 

whose founders are worship] : 
the countless temples of China, as W 
Wu, was waning to its inglorious close, 
worn out apparently ; China was ruled over 
by emperors who were either too weak or 
too dissolute to control the many warring 
factions. Hence, though the age was one 
that needed forceful utterance, and the 
protests of a dauntless teacher, and offered 
many openings through which he could 
drive home his pitiless thrusts of pointed 
satire, it was not an age when he could 
calmly reside in one place and attract to 
him clouds of scholars. He wandered 
about from one place to another, often re- 
jected and sometimes insulted. Morcover, 
the minds of scholars were then seething 
with new thoughts, and torn with conilict 
ing theories, and passions. Taoism was de- 
manding the adherence of men, and offer- 
ing rich rewards to those who would accept 
her tenets. The scholar Yang, whose mot-

OF the life of Mencius little is really 
known. He was born, it is believed, in B.C. 
371, and lived, like Plato, just eighty-two 
years. Of his father nothing is known, ox- 
cept that the“ legends” say that he died 
when the child was very voung. It is the 
other of Mencius,* whose name and 

fame are little less brilliant than that of 
her illusttions son. The stories which clus: 
ter round the life of the young philosopber

rent stories of the early life of Mencius 
are well known to all Chinese and most 
surely believed among them, Though 
many of them are alo well known to those 
who have studied things Chinese, we do 
not apologise for again referring to them 
here. The home of Mencius was at first 
situated near a cemetery. The 
fore amused himself by imitating the v: 
rious ceremonies which the mourners pc 
formed at the tombs. This would not do 
for his mother. Another house was souzht 
and found near a marketplace. Here the 
little fellow at once entered into competi- 
tion with the other salesmen, and preten- 
ded to sell wares and struggle for the mas- 
tory in the bargain, Another move was 
deemed necessary, and this time his moth- 
er selected a home near a school. ‘There 
Mencius began to imitate the bigger boys, 
who were taking lessons in the art of po- 
Titeness. “Here.” said his mother, “is 
the proper place.” But: the most striking 
story connected with the early life of Men- 
cius, is the destruction of the web. Though 
Mencius was fond of imitating the polite- 
ness of the students, he at first, like many 
another famous man, was not specially de- 



































-and so had not given the 





voted to his books. One day when he 
Jounged in from school, his mother, who 
had been weaving cloth, asked after his 
progress. He replied in an indifferent 
tone, “ Oh, Tam doing well enough.” She 
immediately took up a knife and cut the 
web in twain. The youth was astonished. 
‘The lesson was applied. “As by my one 
act I have spoiled my work and wasteu all 
my time, so you by your negligence and 
idleness are wasting your time and failing 
to accomplish any permanent good.” .u¢ 
lesson and its application were most effec- 
tive, and we hear no more of idleness. 

There are other stories which have mado 
tho “Mother of Mencius” famous, and 
which illustrate the stern régime to which 
she submitted him, by which no doubt she 
helped to mould his stern and resolute 
character. One is reminded of the stern 
discipline to which the Mother of the Wes- 
leys submitted her children, which helped 
no doubt to produce two of the most fa- 
mous of England's sons. Another story— 
if reliablo—siz,ws that the old lady main- 
tained this imperial sway over her son 
throughout his life. Tt appeared that one 
day Mencius entered the women’s apart: 
ments, without first giving warming by the 
ustomary cough. He found his wife 
squatting on the floor” and was very 
angry, and was determined to divorce her. 
But the old lady, to whom he told his in: 
tention and the reason of it, fell upon him 
in right good carnest. “Your wifo docs 
not know the rules of propriety, or ignores 
them? What about yourself? Do not 
‘the Rules of Propriety’ say, * When you 
are about to ascond a hall raise your voice, 
or when you enter a door keep your eyes 
low.’” He, it appears, had failed to cough, 

inal of his ap= 
proach. When Byron's Sultan was about 
to enter the apartment of his consort, he 
used to send old Baba, “to hint that he 
was coming up this way.” Meneius there. 
fore reconsidered his intention, and so it 
appears was saved the expenses of a divorco 
case. OF course, after all, these stories 
are in some respects trivial, and no doubt 
some of them are inventions of later 
writers. 

There is really nothing known of his lifo 
except what may be gathered and pieced 
together from his works. His teachers are 
really unknown, His so-called tutor must 
have been one hundred and twelve years 
old when be was born, and by the ‘timo 
that he was fourteen had long been laid to 
Fest. What may well be asstimed is: that 

encits studied in tho schools of moral 
philosophy then existing, which is the only 
safe thing to say. Ho himself says, “the 

fluence of a sovereign sage terminates 
with the fifth tion. ‘The influence of 
an unsceptred sage does the same.” By the 
latter he refers to. Confucius. He could 
not have been a disciple of the “ unscept- 
red sage,” but he affirms that he had “en- 
dcavoured to cultivate his own character 
and knowledge by moans of those who 
were.” No doubt but that the first forty 
years of his life were spent in strenuous 
study, in order to gain a complete mastery 
of the literary remains and the tewbings 
of his great example.

“ He taught his dis 
ciples; he reproved princes ; he encourag- 
ed rulers; he exhorted them to virtue and 
benevolent Government; he elucidated 
the teachings of Confucius; he confuted 
the prevalent errors which he believed wero 
bringing destruction upon China; he en- 
deavonred by every means in his power to 
support the decaying dynasty, whose 
career had been so brilliant. But after 
twenty years of strenuous exertion, dur- 
ing which he had maintained a proud self- 
respect, and ghty reserve through 
which the most imperious sovereign had 
not dared to break, be confessed himself 
uneaual to the task, and <0 quietly depart- 
ed from the gaze of the public. Of the re- 
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ning twenty years nothing authentic 
isknown. He is said to have devoted them 
to literary work. If this is so, it is not to 
be wondered at that bis book has lived, 
for it is not large. Like other masterpieces 
of the world’s literature, much labour 
must have been bestowed upon it. Goethe 
kept ‘bis “Faust” in his mind during many 
years, and Milton spent many upon his 
t epic. These have become the classies 
of the world, and in the same way Men- 
cius has become a classic in China—and 
justly so. 

Of his family life also we really know 
nothing. Neither Confucius nor Mencivs 
seemed to have been very fortunate i 
their wives. Great men in the West h 
failed to win hanniness in the matrimonial 
sphere, though they have won their 
laurels in the sphere of literature. A son 
of his is believed to be mentioned in his 
works, though another reference makes it 
difficult to reconcile the two. We must, 
however, believe that he left a family, for 
his desceidants form a large clan to-day. 

Such then is a brief outline of the man, 
who hax so profoundly iniluenced the 
Chinese through two millenniums. What 
we know rather raises him i 
tion than otherwise. laboured 
strenuously to mai principles 
which he believed to be of the utmost: im- 
portance both to kings and people. He 
believed that by so doing he was but. con- 
ferring all blessings on the masses of the 
Chinese people. He sought neither wea 
nor honour, but simply 
righteousness among the people 
harmony among princes.

THE COCHRANE 
STREET COLLAPSE. 





THE MAGISTRATE'S 


DECISION. 
Mr. F. A. Hazeland, Police Magistrate, 





returned the following verd to the 
Cochrane Street house collapse :— 

The evidence in t does not 
disclose what was the immediate cause of 





the collapse of No. 32 and No. 34, Coch- 
rane Strect, on the night of the 11th of 
August, 1901, 

The following conditions and circum- 
stances in my opinion probably contributed 
to the said collapse :— : 

(1) The existence of a blacksmith’s shop 
on the ground floor of No. 32, Ce 
Street. It was proved in evidence that 














bration bas a tendency to weaken the walls 
of a house. 


(2) On the ground floor of No: 84, Coch- 
raue Street, was a cockloft used by the ten- 
ant, who was a contractor, for storing 
beams and planks. 

(8) The defective construction of the 
party wall between No. 32 and No. 34, 
Cochirane Street. It was proved in evi- 
dence that the said party wall was badly 
bonded, and that the heart of the said wall 
was hollow and filled up with pieces of 
bricks. 

(4) The existence of an extra storey, 
which was put on eatu of the said houses 
six or seven months prior to the collapse. 

(5) That the showery weather prior to 
to the collapse, hot one hour and then a 
shower, would have caused a considerable 
contraction and expansion of the material, 
and, acting on the old walls, would have 
considerably tended to the collapse. 

(6) That there was a deviation by the 
owner from the approved plans while al- 
tering the said two houses, the principal 
deviation being the building of an arch in- 
stead of a wall and the total absence of in- 
ternal cross walls. 

Putting myselé in the position of a coro- 
ner’s jury, I make the following sugges- 
tions or riders :— 

(a) That the existence of blacksmiths’ 
shops under tenements should be probibit- 




















(by That all cocklofts used for storing 

heavy material be also prohibited. 
(©) That all buildings or work undor the 
Building Ordinance be carried ont under 
the siperintendents of a European archi- 
tect. 

(d) That the provisions of Section 72 of 
the Building Ordinance. which casts upon 
the Director of Public Works the responsi- 
bility and duty of approving only of such 
alterations and additions to old work or 
dings as will render the building, with 
the said alterations and additions, absolute: 
ly safe (except in cases where the whole of 
such wark or buildings, including the old 
portion of the structure, when completed, 
complies with the provisions of the Ordin- 
ance) be carried strictly into effect. 

(e) That the provisions of Section 75 of 
the Building Ordinance, which casts upon 
the Director of Public Works or officers 
deputed by him the imperative duty of 
entering, inspecting and surveying every 
building work in progress, for securing the 
duc observance of the provisions of tho 
Ordinance, be carried strictly into effect. 

(f) That the staff of the Public Works 
Department at present employed to carry 
out the provisions of the Building Ordin- 
ance is sufficient, and ought to be in- 
creased without delay.— Hongkong Daily

On tho 21st of March the defendant or- 
dered from the plaintiff firm fifty casks of 
California claret, each cask to contain 
about 50 gallons, at 70 cents per gallon, 
ex godown, delivery to be taken within 
thirty days from the date of arrival of the 
claret. A contract was signed and the cla- 
ret was imported by the plaintiff firm, but 
the defendant only took delivery of 4 
casks, for which ho paid. “Defendant was 
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granted an extension of time, to the Lith !| took away two cases, for w

Of July, in which to take delivery, and for | Since that time, however, he had not taken 





this extension paid Tls. 105 margin money. 
At the expiration of the extended time, 
however, defendant refused to take deliv- 
ery. Plaintiffs then commenced proceed- 
ings in the Mixed Court and the case was 
heard on the 8th August, before Mr. Chang 
(Magistrate) and Mr. S. F. Mayers (Brit- 
ish Assessor). Defendant then pleaded 
that there were other men, his partners, 
who were equally liable. An order was 
maue that plaintiffs should sell the claret 
at the best price obtainable, and that in 
the meantime defendant should be released 
on security and the other partners arrested. 

‘Mr. Kaye, of the plaintiff firm, now in- 
formed the Court that the claret had not 
yet been sold. It had gone down in price, 
‘but he had an offer of $22 per cask. This 
offer would only remain open for three 
days. Tho original price of the claret was 
about $35 per cask. A short time ago ten 
casks of similar claret were ouered for sale 
by public auction, but only two casks 
were sold and the price realised was only 
‘Tis. 14 per cask. t the Court thought be 
right sell at §22 par cask, he would do so, 
If the offer were not accepted, he thought 
there would be difficulty in selling the cla- 














ret at all. He estimated that the nett 
loss on the transaction would be 
‘Tis, 359.34. 


A long discussion followed between the 
‘Magistrate and the defendant, and the 
Assessor explained that defendant was say- 
ing that he bad several partners who should 
be made to share the loss. 

‘Mr, Kaye said that defendant was the 
only person whom the plaintiff firm recog- 
nised in the transaction. Defendant gave 
the order and made the contract. If an or- 
der were made against the defendant, he 
(Mr. Kaye) was sure that the other part- 
ners would contribute their share. 

‘The Assessor said that defendant also 
complained that the claret was not of the 
proper chop. 

Mr. Kaye said that there could be no 
doubt as to the chop. ‘The defendant or- 
dered California claret and plaintiffs im- 
ported the claret from California, ‘The in 
voice (produced) proved that this was so. 
California claret was the cheapest that 
could be bought. This was all settled at 
the previous hearing. 

The Assessor said that what Mr. Mayers 
had written in his book as to the result of 
tho previous hearing differed from the 
‘Magistrate's record. The Magistrate said 
that the case was by no means settled at 
tho last hearing. 

‘Tho defendant said that the claret could 
not be sold because that particular brand 
of claret was known to be bad and people 
would not buy it. 

Mr. Kayo said that this was the first 
time that brand of claret had been import- 
ed, The reason why the price had gone 
down was because the market in Shanghai 
was overstocked with claret just now. 

‘After a long discussion between the As- 
sessor and the Magistrate it was ordered 
that the plaintiffs should sell the claret at 
ono and that within three weeks the de- 
fendant shoitld pay the amount of the loss 
sustained by the plaintiffs. In the mean- 
time defendant would have to find security 
for the amount due as estimated,

He had not called at 
plaintiffs’ warehouse. The chop on the 
contract was quite different from his chop, 
and the contract must have been forged 
by the shroff. i 

In reply to the Assessor, Mr. Turner 
said that he did not think he was present 
when defendant put his chop on the ¢91 
tract, but he recognised the defendant as 
the man who had come to the warehouse 
and selected the prints. He could not be 
mistaken; the defendant came to the 
warehouse on several occasions. It was ri- 
diculous to say that the contract was never 
made, because defendant had taken deliv- 
ery of two of the cases, 

‘The defendant persisted in his denial of 
the contract. He asserted that he bought 
the two cases from the shroff, ‘The shroff 
came to him and told him that he had 
bought the two cases and would get into 
trouble as he could not pay for them. He 
asked defendant to help him and he (de- 
fendant) agreed to buy the two cases. 

Mr. Turner said it was absurd to say 
that the shroff had bought the goods. The 
plaintiff firm knew that the shroff had no 
money and would certainly not have sold 
goods to him. 

The Assessor said that the Magistrate 
yras inclined to think that the assertion of 
for by the shroff was plausible and 
ios to decide that point first. 

The shroff produced a memo containing | 
the number and amount of the native bank , 
order and the bank on which it was drawn, 
and it was suggested that from these par: 
ticulars the order could be traced back to 
defendant. It was found, however, that 
the bank on which the order was alleged to 
have been drawn had closed its doors. 

In reply to the Assessor, Mr Turner said | 
that it was not likely that defendant him- 
self would come to take delivery of the two 
cases. The custom was for the buyer to 
send a servant or coolie with a native bank 
order. If the bank order was satisfactory, ! 
the delivery order was handed over and the 
delivery order was then presented by the 
buyer or his servant at the wharf. It might 
be possible to trace the delivery order ' 
back to tho defendant, as very often the | 
buyer put his chop on it. ‘This was not al- 
ways the case, however.

Plaintiff 
shipped the goods to Shanghai, but when 
they arrived defendant refused to pay the 
bill, saying that the goods were not of 
the’ proper colour. In June last, plain 
tiff commenced proceedings in that Court 
to compel defendant to fulfil bis contract. 
In the meantime, he sent home for the ori- 
ginal patterns and when they arrived here 
he found that there was no mistake in col- 
our. The goods were as ordered. When 
proceedings were commenced the defend- 
ant instructed Mr. Jernigan for the de- 
fence. Mr. Jernigan sent a representative 
to see plaintiff and as a sesult of the inter 
view, defendant, was advised to settle the 
matter. Defendant them said that he was 
unable to take delivery just then and 
begged plaintiff to give him farther time, 
saying that-he would lose face if the mat~ 
ter came before tho Mixed Court. The 
value of the goods, with freight, ete., was 
£237 13s. 8d. and plaintiff arranged to get 
the Bank to extend the bill for another 
two months, if defendant would pay the 
margin, Tis. 237. ‘This was the usual mar- 
gin of one tael per pound sterling. Plain- 

also agreed to allow defendant 11 per 














dant kept to his agreement and met tho 
bill when due. The bill expired on the 23rd 
August, but defendant had not taken de- 
livery. 

In reply to tho Assessor, Mr. Rex said 
that the goods were stored at the wharf in 
the Bank's name.

Finally, though the boatmen on board at 
the time of seizure were produced, ho 
said in reply to Mr. Fearon that his con- 
tention was that the boat was not seized 
in the limits. Mr. Fearon desired to 
know how the boat could have got up to 
the Chinese Bund if that was so. Not 
only that but word was sent the compra- 
doro that it would be released on the pay: 
ment of $30. The Magistrate remarked 
that he bad only Mr. Pearon’s word for 
that, and went on to say that as the tide 
was low, the boat stuck on the mud, and 
so got out into the river. Mr. Fearon at 
this point said he thought it quite useless 
to have the case carried on in that Court, 
as the Magistrate appeared to have taken 
the part of the prisoner. He pTeferred to 
x0 before the Taotai and Mr. Goodnow, 
the U. 8. Consul-General. He intended 
to pross the case before them. Tt was 
useless to proceed with the case before 
tho Magistrate. Mr. Fearon thereupon 
put on his hat and walked out of Court, 
followed by his witnesses. The police rais- 
ing no objection the boatman was released 
‘on special security given by the Magis- 
trate, and the ense was adjourned sine 
die,
